The city council met in adjourned 
session last night to take np the sew ­ 
erage question. 
All 
members were 
present and Mayor ( ’owing presided. 
A fter disposing of some small m atters, 
C ity Engineer Stew art, w ith the aid 
of blueprints ’¡which he m ade in 1903 
for the proposed sew’erage at 
that 
tim e, gave the council, and all pres­ 
ent, a fair idea of what sewerage 
m eant to this city. 
Mr. Stew art has given this question 
much thought 
and Ntudy, and has 
visited a number of cities where he 
investigated many systems, and the 
m anner in"which they were constiuct 
ed. 
A fter he had g o n e into detail in the 
m atter, W. A. Allen, who was pres­ 
ent, said that until last night he was 
opjK>8ed to the city putting in the 
sewerage, but when he learned how' 
reasonable it could be constructed and 
how easily and choaply it could be 
m aintained, he'said he now favored 
m unicipal ownership, if the system 
would be put in as it was explained 
last night. 
He 
said 
there was 
a 
strong feeling against the city con­ 
structing sewers at this, time as many 
people were under the impression that 
it would work a hardship on them, 
and he'm ade a most tim ely suggestion 
when he said 
he thought a public 
m eeting of 
the citizens should be 
called, and the m atter explained to 
them in a comprehensive 
manner. 
This should [be done. 
It would cost 
little effort and would please a m ajor­ 
ity of the tax payers. 
The impression held by many in 
this city was that sewers ,w ere going 
to cost property owners a large amount 
of money, and in many cases be a 
burden, and for th at reason many 
favored granting a franchise. 
But w ith the plan suggested last 
night, every square foot of property 
in the city accessible to the system 
would be taxed alike. 
And very few 
pieces of property are left off the pro­ 
posed system. 
There 
is about two 
blocks, south of Second street and 
east of Perkins street which has been 
excluded on account of the low’ level 
in th at vicinity. 
B ut a private sys­ 
tem coaid easily be put in for this 
property. 
Then there are 
a few lots 
in the northw est portion of the city 
which would not be accessible to this 
system. 
These lots lay north of Sev­ 
enth and west of Oliver street. 
Several systems were suggested but 
everyone present agreed in sanitary 
seweiage, us the open ditch in the 
northw est part of the city improved, 
would 
serve the purpose of storm 
sewerage in that locality, and the 
Harrison streetJstorm sower is adequate 
for present needs and is logically lo­ 
cated. 
Mr. Stewart made a contour map of 
elevations and levels all over the city, 
and from this a system was adopted. 
The sewer won Id range from 18 to 7 
feet in depth, but will be on an aver­ 
age of 8 feet deep, and would be con­ 
structed 
of 
vitrified ‘ pipe 
which 
would be from 24 inches to 10 inches 
in diam eter. 
The sytem would take 
in 81 blocks or about 10 miles, and 
would consist of nine m illion square 
feet of sewerage. 
A fair estim ate of 
the cost of everything complete would 
be between 150,000 and #55,000, or 
about #0 per thousand square feet. 
Property 
owners 
could 
not 
be 
assessed for sewerage for the amount 
(jf street frontage, as is the case w ith 
sidewalks, w h ere'one is obliged to 
pay according to'the num ber of run­ 
ning feet, but the laws of his State 
provide t hat sewerage m ust be phid for 
according to the amount of square 
feet in each lot. 
For example : In a lot 4114 by 615 
feet, there are about 7000 square feet, 
and at #6 per thousand square feet, 
this 
would 
am ount to about #43. 
(C ity E uiguter Stew art says that this 
size lot will average between #40 and 
#43.) Other lots wonld be assessed in 
a like maui.er, regardless 
of their 
value and location. 
In m aking the 
apportionate estim ate, the streets and 
alley crossings were included. 
The 
y wili 
as.-cssed other rhan 
square feet it owns, 
light plant, fire en- 


Perkins 
street sewer, the pipe would be 10 
inches in diam eter; Main street, 10 
inches; Morgan street,'6 inches; Sex« 
ton 
street, 15 
inches, and A rthur 
street, 8 inches. 
Gross 
town pipes 
and feeders would be b uilt in propor­ 
tion, as in the case of Oliver street, 
which would be 10 inches. 
The sewer will run in front of every 
piece of property in the city, except 
in the portions afore mentioned. 
The 
outlet of the sewer would be below 
the Big Four bridge. 
Here the sewer 
! pipe would be ¡9 4 inches in diameter. 
If the city builds the sewer it will 
m aintain 
i t ; the expense 
of same 
would be very small. 
Flushing ap 
paratus wonld be installed at the te r­ 
minal of each lead. 
Now if a man who owns a 
4 1 }4 by 
160 foot lot will only be assessed about 
$4 2 . and he can pav this ontpnd er the 
ten-year payment plan, it would not 
be a hardship on anyone, but would 
be 
the greatest blessing 
ever 
be 
stowed on this corporation. 
Nearly 
everyone wonld use it, if its use was 
free, and they had to put it in, where, 
on the other hand, if owned by a pri­ 
vate corporation, which would charge 
rental for taps, many people would 
never use it. 
Under this plan we 
would get the benefit of the first prin- 


j cipal of sewerage—-health. 
When sewerage first was talked of, 
word was out about town to the effect 
i that it would cost each property ow n­ 
er (owning average size lot) from #150 


i to #300. 
Bnt the estim ate cost—and 
( there can be but little deviation in 
this—given out last night w ill make 
1 many converts for m unicipal ow ner­ 
ship of sew’erage. 
The council w ill not aw ard a con­ 
tract until next spring, and in the 
meantime, they^will thoroughly inves­ 
tigate the sewerage question. 
Oity Engineer Stew art was request­ 
ed to make some necessary changes in 
the present plans and report back as 
soon as the changes are made.

The case is one that involves many 
im portant and intricate points of law. 
One party,to the suit[took a change of 
venue fom Judge Gray a habit, th at is 
quite prevalent, also in this countv. 
N aturallv the attorneys wanted a law ­ 
yer to serve as special judge in the 
case who had high legal standing and 
whose practice gave him 'the'necessary 
experience to try such an im portant 
case.

young man. though one who is very 
bright and well up in the law, was 
suggested, but Judge Gray turned him 
down. 
Then it is said, without fur­ 
ther consultation, Sylvester Meek, of

The selection was a surprise to the 
Brookville lawyers, 
for while Mr. 
Meek is a good citizen and has proved 
himself a political prophet of power, 
his standing as a jurist of legal a t­ 
tainm ent is not considered high.

The bill is a child born of the codi­ 
fication commission, and is purely a bi 
party measure, as it was framed by 
three Republicans and three Demo­ 
crats, dbd when subm itted for vote, 
all but twelve members voted for it, 
and these twelve were divided as to 
political complexion. 
The bill was introduced to cover 
the drainage of swamp land in the 
northern part of the State, and was 
not purely introduced as many farm ­ 
ers believe to work 
a hardship 
o d 
them. 
When the bill was passed every­ 
thing said about it was rosy 4nd un­ 
der the condition, anv fair-m inded 
man would have taken the position 
that Henry E. Guftin and manv others 
took in the m atter.

In his com plaint he alleges that de 
cedents’ deaths were caused by de­ 
fendant’s carelessness and negligence 
in the construction of its wires, inso­ 
much as it did not guard against and 
prevent the current from being carried 
into the fence, and carelessness in not 
repairing the injarv to the lines in a 
reasonablvjlength of time, after the 
fact of such injury had been commun­ 
icated to them. 
He also alleges that 
adequate m achinery was not provided 
at the powerjplant for the detection of 
anv extraordinary or unusual leakages 
of current from its lines, and that a 
test of the lines for leakage was not 
made on the m orning the accident oc­ 
curred, prior to the starting of its 
cars or[using of said current.

fore the first of the new year. Details 
of the big m erger are now being work­ 
ed out. 
Daily conferences are being 
held and lawyers are actively engaged 
in preparing voluminous documents. 
No official announcement of the mer­ 
ger has yet been made, but it is known 
that the syndicate men hope to com­ 
plete their pian next month. 
They 
have been working on it for a year or 
more. 
The new holding company will in­ 
clude eight Interurban main lines and 
several branch lines. 
The main lines 
to be merged are those of the Indi­ 
anapolis Union Traction Indianapolis 
& Eastern, Indianapolis 
& Northwest­ 
ern. Indianapolis 
& W estern. Indianap­ 
olis A- Martinsville. Indianapolis Coal 
Traction, Richmond Street 
& Interur­ 
ban and Fort Wayne 
& Wabash Valley 
traction 
companies. 
These 
roads, 
with the numerous branch lines ccn- 
trolled by them, will make the largest 
or the second largest, traction system 
in the world. 
The plan of organiza­ 
tion is not known, but it is thought 
by some that the Indiana lines will 
be leased to the Indiana. Columbus 
Sc. 
Eastern Railway Company, recently 
organized in Ohio to operate all the 
lines of that state owned by the same 
syndicate which owns the Indiana 
m erger lines. The fact that the Ohio 
company Includes “Indiana” In its 
name makes it appear to some that 
there will not be two separate holding 
companies, but that the Ohio company 
will lease the Indiana lines and then

The city of Richmond 
is highly 
elated over the proposed traction line 
from Connersville to M ilton. 
If this 
line is built, as now seems fairly cer­ 
tain. it will give the Richmond Street 
and Interurban line'direct connection 
w ith the Indianapolis and Cincinnati 
electric line. 
Ever since the 
Rich 
mond company built into Milton the 
m atter of an extension to Connersville 
lias been under consideration and at 
one rime just previous to the sale of 
the Richmond property to the syndi­ 
cate th at now controls [the several 
electric lines connected w ith the In 
dianapolis and Eastern and the Dav* 
tou and Western systems, preparat ion« 
were to build to Connersville. 
According to advices from Conner*- 
ville a civil engineer and a eon« of 
assistants began the survey from Con- 
nersviile
